The Goodwin advance notice about track gifts 
of 1896 is repudiated by the firm itself. From it 
comes the statement that Latonia distributed 
over $200,000 and averaged $2,600 per d y. West- 
chester’s daily gifts should be $7,500 and the 
St. Louis total was over $3:15,000 and its aver- 
age $2,300 daily. Coney Island gave some 
$262,000 and its daily distribution was about 
$10,000. Ideal Park really gave $122,500 or $1,500 
per day, and Newport about $70,000, with a 
$1,500 daily average. The Cincinnati Jockey 
Club’s gifts, as stated by the Goodwin’s totaled 
about $140,000, with a $3,200 daily average.

NEW ORLEANS FORM. 



VENEZUELAN HACING AS IT GOEb. MARYLAND TRACKS WILL Rb ST. 

A recent edition of the Venezuelan Herald, 
published at Caracas, contains the iudtxed 
summary of a day’s racing. They race only 
Sunday in that country, and on each day 
they give three races for native horses 
and two for thoroughbreds. The purses for 
native “skates” vary from 600 to 400 bolivars, a 
bolivar beiug equal in value to a French franc, 
or nearly 20 cents of our money. The Stuart 
selling stakes for thoroughbreds, at 800 meters, 
was worth 800 b; livars, and was won by the 
three-year-old Finis, carrying 57 kilos, and rid- 
den by Gie< u. There were only two starters 
and the beaten horse, Monroe, must have been 
the favorite, fo Fr r nch pools paid 7.50 bolivars 
for 5 bolivars The time of the race was 0:52*4, 
which ail horsemen w ill agiee was not so awfully 
bad for 8U) met rs That is, they’ll agree to 
anything befor. cuing into a mental calculation 
of reducing the distance to furlongs and yards. 

lhe National Handicap, 2,000 bolivars, at 
1,300 metres, was won by the thoroughbred 
Sultan (former. y Old Mate), by Duke of Mon- 
trose— Harkaway, in 1 :28*. Pools paid at the 
rate of 8 to 5. 

What strikes one most forcibly upon glancing 
over the Venezuelan form chart is the fact that 
every winner lauded his purse easily. D’Artag- 
an, winner of the opening event of the day, came 
the nearest to any being forced into a drive, for 
Menelik was only three lengths behind at the 
finish. Even in the two-horse races a wide dis- 
tance separaied the contestants at the finish. 

Finis was eight lengths in front of Monroe and 
Sultan beat Lantern four lengths. Sultan, by 
the way, was piloted by Noble — whose name 
was once familiar to racegoers in thi-> country— 
who appears to be the star jock of the Caracas 
track. He not only won the 2, LUO boiivars event, 
but landed two winners in the native horses 
events. And he isn’t winning on hot favorites, 
either, the pools paying about 12 to 5. 

American owners are scarce. R. S. Barney, 
owuer and rider of Lantern, is the only man ou 
1 he card who can not jabber Spanish with the 
fluency of a Don. The syndicates appear to be 
controlling most of the animals racing there, 
and “Sindicato S. Grande” appears to have the 
largest string of all. 

, The Jockey Club’s programme contains fifteen 
stake offerings, principally for thoroughbred 
horses. These events are very appropriately 
named, and one can sdart in the Coney t Island 
Handicap and imagine that one is in New 
York. Other stakes are named the Interna- 
tional, Continental, Washington, Commerce, 

Ormonde aud Mirande. 

The conditions are very clear aud simple, as 
witness the announcement of the Iroquois 
purse : 

“Thirteenth Day— Iroquois Purse, 500 bolivars; 

3 year-olds, 49 kilos: 4-year-clds, 56 ; 5-year olds 
and older, 58; all winners 3 kilos more; winner 
of a purse of 500 bolivars, 3*4 kilos more: of a 
pu.se of 800 bolivars, 5 kilos; a larger purse. 8 
kilos; any hor-e which has not won a 500 boli- 
vars purse will have 3 kilos less.’ 

The presiding judge is Eduardo Montaiban, 
aud among the stewards are such well-known 
turfmen as F. J. Sucre, O. E. Varges and F. To- 
ledo, the later gentleman being evidently from 
the northern part of Ohio, and sailing under an 
assumed name in order to evade a laundry bill. 

M. de Varley is the starter, and he is said to be 
quite as proficient as Colonel Jack Chinn, of 
Kentucky, although he insists upon swearing in 
the Spanish language, a fact which makes it 
impossible for the American jockeys to know 
whether he is praising or damning them when 
at the post.
